State-Related 
Status Unique

HARRISBURG (AP) — How 


would you explain to an out-of- 
stater what a state.related uni- 
versity is? 


The state senator who asked 


that question recently added: 
"There ain't no such animal 
anyplace else." 


He's right. State.related uni- 


versities are a Pennsylvania in. 
novation. We have three: Penn. 
sylvania State and Temple uni- 
versities and the University of 
Pittsburgh. 


Penn State, a land grant 


school established in 1855, al. 
ways has been basically a public 
mstitution.Both Pitt and Temple 
formerly were private schools. 
They were made state.related 
institutions by acts of thelegis. 
lature—Temple in 1965 and Pitt 
in 1966. 


Financial difficulties forced 


Temple and Pitt to seek state- 
related status. Both institu- 
tions, like many other private 
schools in Pennsylvania, had 
bean 
receiving 
some state 


funds, but not enough to get 
them out of the red. State, 
related status has made them 
eligible for more state funds. 


When 
institutions 
become 


state.related, in effect, they en. 
ter into a contract with the 
commonwealth to provide cer. 
tain public education services. 
These include low-cost tuition, 
the continuance of basic pro. 
grams and the creation of spe- 
cial programs of interest to the 
state. 


In return, the state provides 


annual appropriations to the 
schools for these purposes: 


—Tuition supplements, which 


reduce costs for students, 


—Maintenance, to help pay for 


continuing basic programs. 


—Special appropriations for 


particular programs such as 
medicine and nursing. 


A school given state.related 


status agrees to become part of 
the 
so-called Commonwealth 


System 
of Higher Education. 


This gives the state the right 


to appoint 12 of the institution's 
36 trustees. 


The governor and the super. 


intendent of the Department of 
Public Instruction automatical, 
ly become trustees. In addition, 
the governor is empowered to 
appoint two trustees, the Pres- 
ident Pro Tern of the Senate 
four, and the Speaker of the 
House four. 


This unique blend of private 


and public education has been 
called "creative statism at its 
best" by Dr. David Kurtzman, 
chancellor of the University of 
Pittsburgh. 


In an appearance before the 


joint House-Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee last week, 
Kurtzman predicted that other 
states would follow Pennsyl- 
vania's example in creating 
state-related schools. 
"I think what you have done 


here will have a great deal of 
influence on American educa- 
tion in the years to come," 
Kurteman told the legislators. 


Kurtzman pointed out that 


"the distinction that is made be. 
tween private (and state) col. 
leges and universities frequent- 
ly 
is highly illusory" today. 


"Some of 
the institutions 


which commonly are regarded 
as totally private — well-en, 
dowed and highly respected 
schools academically — re. 
ceive half and more of their 
funds from government sources 
. . . mostly from the federal 
government, in the form of re. 
search support and scholar, 
ships. Yet, they are still 'pri- 
vate,' " he said. 


Competition between state- 


owned and private schools, 
Kurtzman said, can be poten. 
tially ruinous to private institu- 
tions, many of which have done 
the bulk of the state's higher 
educational job in the past. 


"And it also is, in a very real 


sense, wasteful — for now the 
state must duplicate at public 
expense facilities which are al. 
ready in existence and, in many 
cases, not fully used, he said.

Commonwealth S e c r e t a r y 


Craig Truax reminds the 258 
registered independent and non- 
partisan voters of Warren Coun- 
ty that they are eligible to vote 
on the nine Constitutional re- 
form questions on next Tues- 
day's primary ballot. 


"Ordinarily registered inde- 


pendent and non-partisans can- 
not vote in a primary election," 
Truax said, "but they can vote 
on the referendum questions. 
These questions are so vital 
to Pennsylvania's future that I 
know independents and non-par- 
tisans will want to take time to 
get to the polls." 


Truax, whose department runs 


the State Election Bureau, said 
many inquiries have been re- 
ceived from across the state 
about the eligibility of voters 
not registered in a particular 
party. 


Throughout the 67 counties in 


the state there are 65,762 vo- 
ters registered as independent 
or non-partisan.

LAKES MORE POPULAR 
Study of Private Campgrounds 
Finished by Former Local Man 


"Successful Private Camp- 


grounds" is the title of a recent 
study by Wilbur F. LaPage, 
formerly of the U.S. Forest 
Service research unit at Irvine. 


One conclusion LaPage reach- 


ed was that the still waters 
of lakes and ponds are apparent- 
ly more popular with campers 
than streams or rivers. 


LaPage, now project leader 


at the Northeastern Forest Ex- 
periment 
Station's 
forest 


recreation 
research unit at 


Syracuse, N.Y., was named pro- 
ject leader at the Irvine lab- 
oratory in January, 1965; since 
then forest recreation research 
headquarters have been moved 
to Syracuse. 


The data on which the camp- 


grounds study is based was 
gathered at the 108 commercial 
campgrounds of New Hampshire 
in 1964. 


"Private enterprise now pro- 


vides the majority of camping 
facilities in the Northeastern 
States," LaPage reported. Pri. 
vate 
campgrounds outnumber 


the public facilities three to one 
in the entire region and seven 
to one in Maine. 


LaPage sought to determine 


what determines success or 
failure for the private camp- 
grounds. 


Profit figures were discard- 


ed as a means of defining suc- 
cess 
because 
"the private 


camping industry has not been 
around long enough to have pro- 
duced enough bona fide business 
failures and successes for ob- 
jective analysis," LaPage said. 


Attendance at campgrounds 


seems to vary with campground 
age, location, number of family 
units, size of investment, and 
presence 
of 
water 
for 


swimming. But the use of at- 
tendance as a yardstick for 
success, 
LaPage 
reported, 


"says very little about 
an 


enterprise's 
potential. Even 


rising trends in attendance from 
year to year may be more a 
reflection of changing demand, 
or advertising policy, than evi- 
dence of the return of satisfied 
campers." 


Other factors LaPage took in- 


to account were campers'satis- 
faction and intentions of re- 
turning for future visits; length 
of visits and frequency of past

Everyone's talking about LSD, the new hallucinatory drug that 


allows one to perceive colors like never before and experience 
mind-expanding consciousness beyond all previous events of 
one's life. 


Now I don't even understand the terminology of that little 


bit of wisdom, let alone the phenomena behind it. How can a 
person expand his mind? Does it stretch like a rubber band?

He found that shorter and 


less frequent visits occurred at 
campgrounds that were small, 
new, had low investments, and 
had no water for swimming. 


LaPage drew a few general 


conclusions 
about 
more ef- 


fective campgrounds planning 
and management: 


1. Visit length and frequency 


can be very useful in analyses 
of 
recreation enterprise po- 


tential if influences such as 
preferences, purpose of visits, 
and past visits are carefully 
controlled. 


2. The study provided only 


superficial clues to enterprise 
quality and success. Quality In 
recreational experiences also 
involves a lot ol good taste, 
alert business judgment, and 
hard work. 


3. This type of study may 


help to take some of the risk 
out of private forest-recreation 
enterprises. But there will al- 
ways be an element of risk 
because factors that affect the 
market, supply, population, and 
policy are continually changing.

Apollo Moon Series Begins Again Early Next Year

WASHINGTON — Major revisions in the nation's moon pro- 


gram were announced yesterday, including stripping away part 
of the responsibility of the Apollo spacecraft manufacturer, North 
American Aviation Inc. 


The revisions were disclosed by James E. Webb, the Space 


Agency Administrator. He said that renegotiations of the $2.8 
billion Apollo contract, along with $75 million worth of engineer- 
ing changes in the spacecraft, was expected to prepare the way 
for the first manned Apollo mission next March or April-- 


more than a >ear after the spacecraft fire that killed three 
astronauts last Jan. 27. 


Testifying before the Senate Space Committee, Webb said the 


contract changes would involve bringing in the Boeing Com- 
pany to integrate and check out the spacecraft prior to launch- 
ing. 
This had been one of North American's assignments. 


In addition, another contractor will be asked to take over the 


job of preparing Apollo spacecraft for missions following the 
initial lunar landing, Webb said. 


This move was intended, he explained, to enable North Am- 


erican to concentrate its effort on the manned lunar mission 


— a goal that Webb said could still be achieved in this decade. 
He estimated that, barring further setbacks, the moon flight 
could come in late 19G9. 


Webb also told the senators that "other forms of contractor 


assistance" were being considered to help North American in 
the management, checkout and test procedures of the complex 
$23 billion project. 


The Space Agency's revisions were prompted by sharp criticism 


contained in a report, issued last month, by a special review 
board investigating the Apollo accident. The review board re- 
ported finding "major deficiencies in design and engineering, 


manufacture and quality control." 


In his testimony before the Senate Aeronautical and Space 


Science Committee, Webb also disclosed: 


— The crew of the first Apollo earth-orbiting test flight will 


be headed by Capt. Walter M. Schirra Jr., of the Nav>, a 
veteran of two earlier space flights. The other astronauts 
who were with Capt. Schirra in the backup crew for the ill- 
fated Apollo 1, will be Maj. Donn F. Eisele of the Air Force 
and Walter Cunningham, a civilian.

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A Menace To A Promise! 


This was the theme of a recent 


editorial in an area newspaper that 
cited Olean's present sewage situa- 
tion as a peril to the promise of the 
Allegheny Reservoir. A potential 
threat to the full recreational use of 
the 12,000-plus acres of water that 
has formed behind the Kinzua Dam. 


This paper's concern stems, it 


seems, from the fact that Olean, 
which lost its treatment plant in an 
explosion some weeks ago, is pres- 
ently pumping 6-million gallons of 
raw sewage into the Allegheny River 
each day. It questions that even the 
tremendous capacity of the Alle- 
gheny Reservoir can absorb this 
quantity of raw sewage over the two 
or three year period that will be re- 
quired to replace the Olean plant. 


There is no denying the fact that 


the Olean situation does pose a seri- 
ous problem, as the editorial sug- 
gests. 
However, the statement; 


"The result, of course, will be a high 
bacteria count, beaches closed, fish- 
kills, the usual results of polluted 
water. 
That will kill the reservoir 


before it ever gets started, and it 
will mean hundreds of millions of 
dollars down the drain (literally)," 
is a little on the strong side, and 
implies that if such conditions should 
develop Olean alone would be re- 
sponsible. 


This is an unfair conclusion. 
Only last year, Secretary of For- 


est and Waters Maurice Goddard 
said that seventeen upstream com- 
munities were discharging untreated 
sewage into the Allegheny River 
above the Kinzua Dam. 


Further than this, biologists aren't 


in full agreement that treated sew- 
age (primary) lessens to any great 
extent the objectionable features 
of polluted water. 
They point out 


that the nutrients of the-sewage are 
still passed off into the adjacent 
stream. 
These nutrients then con- 


tribute to the breakdown of organic 
material 
and promote 
bacterial 


growth that robs water of its oxygen. 


Even before the Olean disaster, 


these biologists had determined that, 
as a result of bacterial action, no 
oxygen could be found in the waters 
of the Allegheny Reservoir below 
the thermocline, or below a depth of 
26 feet. For this reason, they have 
advised against stocking lake trout 
in the impoundment. 


Therefore, if, at some time in the 


future, beaches must be closed and 
fishkills do result it would be un- 
fair to lay the entire blame on the 
City of Olean. Factors that would 
contribute to a high bacterial count 
and lack of oxygen have existed in 
the Allegheny River for a longtime. 


Luckily, though, they have never 


reached serious proportions. 
The 


waters of the Old Allegheny are still 
"clean" under present standards, 
and produce some of the finest 
game fishing in the nation. 


We are certain that Olean will 


do its utmost to replace the lost 
facilities as early as possible. We 
are just as certain that Secretary 
Goddard is already pressuring of- 
ficials in New York State to give 
them a helping hand in the matter. 


So only time will tell. The de- 


termining factor will be the river's 
ability to cleanse itself — an ability 
it has demonstrated through great- 
er threats of sewage pollution than 
presently exists.

WASHINGTON — The preliminary Dodd de- 


bate has started a chain of recrimination, compli- 
cation and quandary in Connecticut. It has also 
caused a split in Dodd's own camp. 


The split is between his attorneys and his 


staff. 
The attorneys have persuaded Sen. Dodd 


to fight the charges against him until his last 
breath. 
Most of his staffers, however, have 


aruged that he should be care- 
ful not to antagonize the Senate. 
By eating humble pie, he might 
win 
enough sympathy, they 


plead, to get the censure motion 
reduced to a simple rebuke. 


The recrimination is between 


Dodd's friend Arthur Barbieri 
of New Haven, who wants to 
control the Democratic party 
in Connecticut, and Democratic 
National Chairman John Bailey, whom Barbieri 
doesn't like. 
Barbieri is in a hurry to become 


Bailey's successor and doesn't care much what 
happens to the party. This is why he tried to 
buttonhole unwilling Democrats for a new S100 
a plate dinner for Dodd, even though it was 
splitting the Democrats wide open. He finally 
had to call it off. 


The complication is on the part of Connecticut 


Republicans who hear that a few Old Guard 
Republicans in the Senate are going to stage 
a drive to rescue Dodd. This is the last thir? 
Connecticut Republicans want. With a united 
Republican front censuring Dodd, they figure 
they can defeat him the next time up. 


The quandary is on the part of Sen. Abe 


Ribicoff, the other Connecticut Senator, who 
has changed his mind four times as to how he 
will or won't vote when his colleague Dodd 
comes up for censure. 


Abe is known to friends as a charming and 


skillful, if vacillating, individual. 
But he has 


never vacillated quite so much in the past as 
now. 


Abe was elected governor of Connecticut, the 


first Jew ever to hold that position. Through 
a deal with Dodd. Abe got the Catholic vote and 
in return, Ribicoff sided with Dodd against 
Chester 
Bowles, 
former governor 
of Con- 


necticut and wartime Price Administrator; also 


against Bill Benton, former Senator whom Joe 
McCarthy had marked for political oblivion. 


Abe stuck with the Irish - Polish Catholic 


voters whom Dodd represented, and as a result 
both Abe and Dodd won. 


Now Abe doesn't know how to vote — for honesty 


in government, against Dodd; or for political 
expediency, with Dodd. 


Fortunately, the "R's" are well down the 


alphabetical list on the Senate roll call, so 
Abe can see how the Aikens, Vt., the Allotts, 
Colo, and the Andersons, N.Mex., vote before 
he casts his — for or against Thomas J. Dodd. 


Note: 
Dodd has sent his colleagues a six- 


page letter offering elaborate "evidence" that 
his former bookkeeper, Mike CXHare was re- 
sponsible for gyping the taxpayers by entering 
into a double-billing arrangement. 
The so- 


called "evidence" was so dubious that the Senate 
Ethics Committee refused to admit it into the 
record. 
More important, some of the double- 


billing was done before O'Hare was employed 
by Dodd.

Hard working, scrupulously honest Rep. Carl 


Perkins, D-Ky., who replaced Adam Clayton 
Powell as chairman of the House Education 
and Labor Committee, will meet his first big 
test in the next few days. 


It is now up to him to steer the administra- 


tion's billion-dollar school aid program through 
the House. 
Ironically he is running into op- 


position from his fellow Southerners, who were 
the loudest critics of Powell. 


They have shown a sudden interest in a 


substitute measure, introduced by Rep. Albert 
Quie, R-Minn., who has advocated direct grants 
to the states of federal education money. This 
would by-pass the Office of Education, which has 
been pushing school integration in the South. 


The truth behind all the oratory, however, 


is that Quie merely is trying to sabotage federal 
aid to education. He has voted consistently for 
lower taxes instead of better schools. 


In 1960, he voted against a $1.3 billion public 


school construction bill, even though it would 
have been administered by the states. 
The 


following year, he voted against a $325 million 
emergency school construction program. He 
also opposed continuation of the student loan 
program. 


In 1963, Quie voted to bottle the Vocational 


Education Act. He also opposed funds for assist- 
ing student doctors and nurses. The next year 
he voted twice to kill support for public libraries. 
And in 1965, he voted down the line against 
the Elementary and Secondary Education Act, 
which is the cornerstone of federal aid to ed- 
ucation. 


Note: Some of Quie's fellow Republicans are 


worried that his substitute would kill all aid to 
church schools, thus disrupting the compromise 
reached between public anil private schools. 
New York Republicans, for example, have called 
upon Gov. Nelson Rockefeller to urge defeat of 
the Quie substitute.

The Crisis in Geneva

WASHINGTON - The United 


States and Europe have gone 
through four great crises since 
the last v/orld v/ar and are 
faced with a fifth-threatening 
the 
fabulously 
successful 


economic system of the post- 
war era. 


The first was the Greek- 


Turkish crisis which was met 
by the intervention of the United 
States and the Truman Doctrine. 
The second was the economic 
crisis of the Forties, which 
was relieved by the Marshall 
Plan. 
The 
third 
was the 


European security, crisis, and 
the fourth the German crisis, 
both overcome by the forma, 
tion and cooperative action of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganiaation. 


But the fifth 


is 
different. 


It has not been 
caused by war 
or the threat 
of war, but by 
economic sue- 
cess, not by 
fear but 
the 


absence 
of 


fear, and by a 
growing 
feel- 


ing on 
both 


sides of the Atlantic that the 
United States and the Common 
Market countries can now af- 
ford to compete rather than 
cooperate with one another. 


The fact that the other four 


crises were surmounted by a 
spirit of unity, cooperation, and 
sacrifice in the United States 
and Western Europe does not 
seem to have been enough to 
keep the trade negotiations at 
Geneva from breaking down. 


The technicians in the so- 


called 
Kennedy 
Round 
of 


negotiations have not been able 
to break the stalemate and now 
have five days in which to get 
new 
instructions, which can 


come only from the heads of 
the principal governments con. 
cerned. 


What is at issue in Geneva 


and also in this autumn's world 
monetary conference at Rio De 
Janeiro is nothing less than 
whether the world wide trad, 
ing and monetary systems are 
to be maintained or broken 
up into competing blocs. 


Eugene Rostow, the U.S. un. 


der-Secretary ofStateforpoliti. 
cal affairs has defined the crisis 
in these terms: "If we fail in 
Geneva — or if after four years' 
work we achieve only a small 
and uneven reduction in trade 
barriers — restrictionism will 
once again become epidemic. 


"In one sense, the Kennedy 


round is the last stage in the 
process of undoing the damage 
to the world economy caused 
by the restrictive policies most 
of us adopted in response to 
the great Depression of the 
Thirties. It would be a costly 
setback if these efforts fail- 
ed," 


It is significant that officials 


here now speak publicly about 
the strong "yearnings 
for 


isolation" on both sides of the 
Atlantic. In Europe it is charged 
that the United States, preoc. 
cupied with Vietnam, has lost 
interest in Europe, and that 


Washington is so eager for an 
accommodation 
with Moscow 


that it is ready to make deals 
at the expense of the expense 
of the European allies. 


It is no longer uncommon 


in the Congress and even in the 
Treasury Department to hear 
the Common Market described 
not 
only 
as a commercial 


competitor but even as if it 
were an "enemy" of the United 
States. And these cries are 
combined 
with 
popular 


complaints 
that 
the United 


States 
is 
"overcommitted" 


militarily 
and economically, 


and needs to cut back and even 
to "disengage" from many of 
the old ties in Europe and Asia. 


In the last 13 years, the com- 


merce 
of the industrialized 


countries of the free world has 
almost tripled, but it is high- 
ly unlikely that this rate of 
growth can be sustained with, 
out further substantial reduc. 
tion in tariffs and large in. 
creases in reserves of inter- 
nationally acceptable assets. 


The disputes at Geneva over 
SILVIA PORTER 


tariffs on chemicals and regu- 
lation of trade in grains, how. 
ever, is threatening to block 
a 30 per cent reduction on bil- 
lions of dollars worth of an. 
nual trade, and it will be in. 
tere sting to see how the poll* 
tical leaders respond to the 
problem. 


It will be particularly inter, 


esting to see what President 
Johnson does about it. He has 
been adamant in defense of 
the principle that security in the 
world is indivisible, that the 
United States must oppose mill* 
tary aggression, even if others 
falter, in order to avoid chaos 
and a warring world. 


For 
this principle he has 


authorized great sacrifices and 
taken great risks, and now in 
another field, he is confront- 
ed with a similar problem. Af- 
ter all that has been said here 
about preserving a worldwide 
trading and monetary system, 
he can scarcely let it break up 
into competing blocs, no mat* 
ter how embarrassing it might 
be politically to preserve it.

This is not true. The amend. 


ments and the limited conven. 
tion do not form an either/or 
proposition. 
Rather, the con- 


vention—which is limited to four 
areas of discussion—takes up 
where the amendments leave 
off. 
The complete package 


would give Pennsylvania 
the 


modern Constitution she needs 
to compete with other states. 


Frankly, the reason the four 


convention subjects—which are 
the administration of justice, 
local government, state fiscal 
policy 
and legislative appor. 


tionment—do not appear on the 
ballot as amendments is be- 
cause political pressures on 
members of the legislature pre- 
vented them from being voted on 
by the legislature as amend- 
ments. 


Many of my friends in the 


House and Senate, although they 
recognize the need to modernize 
Pennsylvania 
in these four . 


areas, told me quite openly that 
they didn't want to alienate the 
special interests who oppose re- 
form by voting on these amend. 
ments in Harrisburg. 


The second great roadblock to 


reform is the old fear that a 
convention might lead toagrad. 
uated income tax in Pennsyl- 
vania. 


This is what led to the fail, 


ure of the convention question 
in 1963. But what many people 
do not realize is that this is no 
issue this year. The question 
on the ballot specifically for- 
bids the convention from chang- 
ing the Constitution's uniform- 
ity clause, which the courts 
have held bars a graduated tax 
in our state. 


Opponents of the convention 


have, unfortunately, continued 
to use the income tax scare as 
an argument, and I have found 
that many people are believing 
it. 


The fear has also been raised 


in many quarters that the con- 
vention might abolish local gov- 
ernment. Once again, this is not 
a real argument, but one that re* 
form 
opponents have manu- 


factured for their own purposes. 
The point of Constitutional re- 
form is to strengthen, not weak- 
en, local government. 


There is a greak lack of un- 


derstanding about how the con- 
vention would work and what 
would happen after it made its 
r ecom m endations. 


People have told me that they 


oppose a convention because 
they feel nothing should become 
part of the Constitution unless 
it is specifically voted upon by 
the people. 


The law specifically 
states 


that the work of the convention 
roust be submitted to the voters 
on an article-by-article basis, 
so it is clear that any sug- 
gested amendment that the peo- 
ple do not favor would be sound- 
ly defeated. 


The real danger of these mis- 


conceptions is that they threat. 
en to block modernization of our 
state Constitutional a time when 
we desperately need it. 


Other 
states ~ particularly 


those which are our strongest 
competitors for new industries 
and jobs—are at work right now 
modernizing their basic laws. 
If we fail to do likewise I can 
tell you that many of the most

Sheffield's Gain 


We'd like to echo Fred Bell's statements 


concerning the appointment of Joe Giordano 
as head football coach at Sheffield High School: 
the Wolverines' gain is the Dragons' loss. 


The Orange and Black gains a dedicated 


man as their new grid mentor and the Blue 
and White loses an excellent line coach. 


Our friendship with Joe is about four years 


old, but we met nearly fourteen years ago on 
the athletic field, although we didn't speak a 
word or, possibly, even exchange a glance. 


The occasion was the 1952 Warren-Bradford 


football game, under the lights on the Owls' 
gridiron. 
Joe was a halfback on the up-to- 


then winless Bradford eleven and we played 
guard and defensive end on a Dragon team that 
had won more than it had lost. 


Joe was the fourth man in a fine backfield 


that included speedy Joe Di Fonzo, but the 
Dragons, with Toby Shea, Mike Mohney, Jim 
Tridico and Don Mahaffey lugging the pigskin, 
were rated pre-game favorites on their record 
alone. 
That was to be, however, the Owls' night. 


The Blue and White came out on the short 
end of a 39-6 score, one of the worst shellack- 
ings a Bell-coached team has ever taken, and 
if our memory serves us correctly, Joe scored 
a pair of touchdowns in the romp. 


The spark of that first triumph gave the 


Owls the momentum to win the remainder of 
their games, some by rscores as equally lop- 
sided as the Warren game. 


Joe moved on to Edinboro after graduation 


from Bradford High and earned a reputation as 
an aggressive, tough linebacker. 


And he coaches the same way he played. 
As the Dragons' line coach, Joe taught his 


charges to not only block the man across 
the line, but to wipe him out, then look for 
someone else to knock down. 


He demanded aggressive, but smart, play 


from his defensive unit, calling for the max- 
imum output 100 per cent of the time. Woe 
be to the defensive end who lets a halfback 
get outside or the tackle who allows himself 
to be trapped. 
'Because he had such a quick analytical foot- 
ball mind, Joe spent a lot of games in the 
pressbox or the stands relaying information 
to Bell on the sidelines, but he got his moment 
of glory two years ago, ironically, against 
his alma mater. 


The Dragons were slated to host Bradford 


at War Memorial Field in the renewal of a 
rivalry that had been severed a few years be- 
fore bec^-ioe of a regrettable incident during 
a basketball game. 


Fred Bell, as luck would have it, became 


ill on the morning of the game and, from a 
hospital bed, turned the reins over to his two 
assistants, Joe Giordano and Chuck Mullen. 


Despite the outstanding play of Bradford's 


Larry Visbisky, the Dragons turned in one of 
their better games of the season and emerged 
with a 26-13 victory. 
The line play of the 


locals played a big part in the triumph. 


As head coach of the Wolverines, another 


ironical situation will occur during the 1967 
season. Sheffield will renew an old and fierce 
rivalry, meeting Youngsville for the first 
time since the Wolverines inflicted a terrible 
beating on the Red and White a couple years 
ago. 


The same Toby Shea that played with the '52 


Dragon eleven that was stomped by Giordano 
and the Owls, and was head coach when the 
Eagles were demolished by the Wolverines, 
will get his chance to revenge both losses. 
Regardless of what kind of team each school 
is able to field this year, both will be coach- 
ed by tough, determined men. 


It could be an interesting game. 
One word of advice for Sheffield's gridders: 


get ready to work.

the legislature returns May 22, 
die at the bigger chores on the 
agenda will be a study to see 
if it needs a code of ethics. 


A resolution cleared the gen. 


era! assembly last *eek which 
called for the establishment of 
a 10-member joint legislature 
committee to explore the need 
for a code. 


If the panel decides a code is 


needed its next directive Mould 
be to draft the necessarj legis. 
lition. Then the legislature as 


a whole would decide on the pro. 
posal. 


In a weekend development, 


House Majority Whip Robert J. 
Butera proposed that the com. 
mittee study be expanded to em« 
brace all of state government. 
"I feel that whatever ue do 


should cover the entire spec- 
trum of state government," the 
Montgomery County Republican 
said. 


Butera and House Minontv 


Leader Herbert Fineman were 
co-sponsors of the re solution. 


Butera, Majorit) Caucus Sec- 


retary Alvin C. Bush R-Lycom. 
ing and Rep. H. Joseph Hep- 
ford, R-Dauptun, are expected 
to be the House Republican 
members appointed to the panel 
b\ House Speaker Kenneth B. 
Le=. 


Butera said he felt the com- 


mittee had the power to extend 
its inquiry even though the 
resolution mentioned only a leg- 
islative code. 


"I believe it will be entirely 


proper for us to expand the 


scope since we are only sub. 
mitfang a report, not legisla- 
tion," he added. 


Bush, in a separate interview, 


said that he "certainly would 
not be negative" to Butera's 
recommendation. However, he 
added: 
"Our first target is ^legis- 


lature and its ancillary people 
like the lobbyists. Cnce we hit 
this mark then I certainly would 
favor going on into all of state 
government."

"It would be a welcome thing 


for the department and the state 
and a good thing for the com- 
munities," Rosenn told a joint 
House • Senate appropriations 
committee hearing on the Pub- 
lic Welfare Department's pro- 
posed $639.6 million budget for 
the 1967-68 fiscal year.

"The 
financial gymnastics 


could be worked out," Rosenn 
said. "The big problem is con- 
vincing communities they ought 
to assume their responsibili- 
ties." 


Mullen said the communities 


probably can't be induced to 
take over the institutions be- 
cause "they're getting some- 
thing for nothing now." 


The state's general hospitals 


are situated at Ashland, Bloss- 
burg, Coaldale, Connellsville, 
Hazleton, 
Locust Mountain, 


Nanticoke, Philipsburg, Scran- 
ton and Shamokln.

at lunch or dinner. Or they can 
substitute for a salad.

To prepare Crust: to a bowl 


combine flour, cornmeal and 
salt. Cut in butter and lard 
until mixture resembles small 
peas. Sprinkle milk over flour 
mixture, 1 tablespoon at a time, 
mixing lightly with a fork after 
each addition. Gather up dough 
with fingers; shape into ball. 
On floured surface flatten ball 
of dough slightly; roll Vs-inch 
thick into a circle l.inch larg. 
er than diameter of a 9-inch 
pie plate. Fit into pie plate and 
ease pastry into plate. Fold 
extra dough over and build up 
on rim of pie plate; flute edge. 


To prepare Filling: to a small 
mixing bowl cream butter; grad- 
ually add sugar. Beat in eggs, 
one at a time; fold in flour, 
lemon rind and salt. Stir in but- 
termilk, vanilla and dates. Pour 
Into pie shell; sprinkle with 
nutmeg. Bake in a preheated 
375 degree oven 40-45 minutes 
or until a knife inserted near 
center comes out clean. Remove 
to wire rack to cool.

down crystals from the side of a 
saucepan when making candy. 


When a recipe directs you to
